Four exhibits are on permanent display at Gulf Shores Mu-
seum. Additional exhibits are being created continuously and
are rotated every three months. This winter, take the time
to contemplate a recent exhibit titled “Innovation, Indus-
trialization and Immigration” featuring important people,
places, and events that shaped the Twentieth Century.

Permanent Exhibits:

Hurricanes Everyone has a different reason for linger-

ing at this exhibit. The Hurricane Exhibit gives information
about how they form, were they originate, and general facts.
Videos, charts, photos, and news articles from the storm of
1906 through the current season illustrate the devastation
that hurricanes cause and how a community rebuilds follow-
ing such a catastrophic event.

Portrait of a Fishing Village was originally created by resi-
dents of the Lagoon Village. It recounts the lives of several
families who settled along the north side of Little Lagoon
during the 19th Century. Many objects used in their daily
lives are exhibited alongside the pictorial display.

Pilot Town: Bar Pilots were very important o Mobile Bay
commerce during the nineteenth century. This exhibit de-
scribes the work and recreational activities of a small group
of pilots and their families while living at Navy Cove. When
the 1906 Hurricane swept over the Fort Morgan Peninsula
destroying this community, survivors relocated and did not
return fo live at Navy Cove.

Drawing a Line In the Sand highlights some of the area's
early visionaries and community leaders. Read about the
many obstacles they overcame to incorporate the Town of
Gulf Shores and see items collected from our 52 years of
incorporation.
